The Columbian Iron works of Balti- 


more have contracted to build a subma- 
rine wrecking beat, tbe first over btri!t 
for practical submarine engineering 
work. 
Simon Lake of Baltimore is the 


inventor of the cruft, which, it is claim- 
ed, will always be under perfect coiwrol, 
rising to the surface and submerging at 
will, aud capable of being propelled in 
any desired direction when on the bot- 
tom of the waterway. 


It will be used principally for search- 


ing the. bed of the ocean adjacent to 
coast lines and in finding and recover- 
ing sunken vessels aud their cargoes. 
According to the specifications, the new 
boat will be about 54 Jons displace 
rceiit and will have a crew of sis men 
She will, Mr. Lake claims,.be able to 
cruise around on the bottom for a day at 
a time before it will fan necessary to ES- 
cend to the surface to reusw tho air sup- 
ply and electrical energy. 


On the boat there will be a powerful 


searchlight to light np a pathway in 
front of'"aud on either side of tbe vessel 
as she moves along over the bottom.
